NON-INTERCOTRS&. 


It is the present Intention of Radical- 
| jam. itseema, to make each subjugated 
State a military department and piace 
in command of it as Proconsul, 
General with powers superior to any 
civil authority, and above the tribupals 
of justice. Such is the purport of the 
last coinage of the Radiea! brain in the 
House of Representatives. Of course, 
this assumes that fen communities 
whieh once were States, have ceased to 
be such, and are Provinces, in which the 
‘people have the protection of no consti- 
tutional guarantees ; because it is self- 
evident that such a law would be utterly 
null and void, iPapplied to a State in the 
Y'nion, to whose citizens the protection 
of the Constitution extended. If the act 
in question becomes a law, an absolute 
diespotiam| is created in each Province, 
the General in command being above 
all law and wholly irresponsiole, except 
to his military superiors. The functions 
ef the courts of the United States in 
those Provinces will of course cease, as 
they are auch as are only assigned by law 
to tates in the Union. Special courts, if 
ang are deemed becessary, will he cre- 
ated by Congress as in the Territories, 
These, however constituted, will become 
®:ar-Chambers in miniature, or, at least, 
will afford no redress or remedy to those 
who were parties to that which Power,by 
an abuse of terms, calls the “ rebellion.” 
For it ,is aleo ‘intended to outlaw (all 
these, by denying them the privilege of 
‘the writ of habeas corpus. 

The President is powerless to prevent 
these, or even more extreme and revolu- 
tionary measures. The Democratic party 
is impotent, and its opposition only exas- 
perates the Radicals and intensifies their 
determination to place the political power 
of the Provinces in the hands of the Af- 
rican race aud of a few Loyalists in each 
Province. 

It is natural enough for these who are 
to suffer under a despotism so odious, a 
tyranny &o disgusting and degrading,aea 
punishment for a bold fand open attempt 
to win political independence, almost or 
quite to’resent that advice which coun- 
sels submission and inactivity. Natural- 
ly they desire to make some active 
opposition, and are ready, like a 
drowning man, to seize any plank that 
offers itself. They do not see the policy 
of simple inertia and inaction. 

What then, do those who denounce or 
deride that policy, propose todo? They 
wish to act with the Democratic party, 
perheps; to organize, to resort to the old 
patty machinery, of local committees, 

and central committees, and executive 
committees. Suppose the organization 
eitTected. Still nothing is done. They 
~ have no vofes,—and without these, what 
will organization avail? it is only of 
value asa means of concentrating ac- 
tion, and making that action effectual 
thrvigh the ballot-box. Its whole ob- 
ject i«toubite votes, by concentrating 
the wills and purposes of those who have 
them tocast. If we hold Conventions, 
to what use? If we send delegates to 
National Conventions, we can contribute 
ouly talk, and no votes, to the common 
cause. Nothing i# so absurd as the ef- 
forts of impotence, except its anger. 

Shall we still continue the farce of 
electing as Representatives and 
Senators, to go to Washington, hang 
round the iobbies a little while, and re- 
turn home, giad If it is not Known along 
the road who they are, and in how 
shabby and disreputable a business they 
have been engaged. There were States 
in the old days, that knew how to main- 
tain their dignity and extort the respect 
of their conquerors, even io the extrem- 
est calamity, in the last agonies, in arti- 
mortia, 

Argument and expostulation are utterly 
useless. The Northern masses and their 
leaders care nothing for the Constitution, 
consider us to have no rights and be 
entitled to no mercy, and can find 
grounds for justifying even murder by 
Military Commissions, and test oaths to 
be taken by priests as a condition prece- 
dent toaright to preach the gospel of 
Christ. Political organizations can 
etfect nothing, agitation can avail noth- 
ing, and force is not for a moment to be 
thought of. 

Are we, then, wholly defenseless ? 

No: we are masters of the situation, 
if we have the resolution and self-denial 
and the unanimity of feeling necessary 
to achieve success. 

We publish to-day the articles of as- 
@ociation of 1774. If the measures of 
nou-intercourse then resorted to by men 
illegally oppressed were wise, it will be 
wisdom now to follow in their footsteps. 
Let us form such associations, and agree 
upon and adhere peaceably to such a 
courre as will make it to the interes? of 
the people of the North to restore the 
Laion as it was. : 

The agreement #0 entered Into will be 
private, between man and man, and fidel- 
ity to our engagements will have the 
simple guaranty of good faith. There 
will be neither political action nor polit- 
ieal organization. There need be no se- 
eresy ; for there will be nothing of which 
to be ashamed, nor anything contrary to 
law or the obligations of our paroles and 
our oaths of allegiancé. 


Of course the movement must be be- 
guo somewhere, and by afew persone. It 
would be idle to wait until a whole com- 
munity should consent to commence it. 
Fortunately, although its complete suc- 
cess must depend upon its being gene- 
rally adopted, and more upon the active 
concurrence of our women than on that 
of our inen, it will have some effeet at 
once, and that effect will increase con- 
tinually with the increasing numbers of 
the Association. Those who first asso- 
ciate must prepare the articles, and those 
who do.so should be men of Wisdom, 
prudence and discretion. The Articles 
of 1774 supply the principles upon 
which to unite, and as these guide us, 
tt will be less presumptious in us to sug- 
gest some points on which all ought to 
acree. 

Ist. All opposition, except that which 
is peaceable and lawful, to the meas- 
ures of the Government, should be con- 
demn nd discouraged, and the people 
be counstied to be quiet and patient. 

21. As the Government imposes an 
odious and unconstitutional, as well as 
en exorbitant tax upon cutton, its culti-.

may pot amount to more than 700,000 
baler; and we should encourage the es- 
tablishment of factories to consume as 
much as possible of this crop at home.
